G.S.R. 373.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-Section (1) of section 3 of the All India Services Act, 
1951 (61 of 1951), the Central Government, after consultation with the State Governments, hereby makes the following rules 
farther to amend the All India Services (Leave) Rules, 1955, namely:— 

1. (i) These rules may be called the All India Services (Leave) Amendment Rules, 2004. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2 In the AH India Services (Leave) Rules, 1955, in rule 7, for sub-rule (2), the following shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

“(2) A member of the Service shall be deemed to have resigned from the service if he— 

(a) is absent without authorization for a period of one year; or . 

(b) remains absent from duty for a continuous period of five years, with or without leave; or 

(c) continues on foreign service beyond the period approved by the Central Government: 

Provided that a reasonable opportunity to explain the reason for such absence or continuation on foreign service 
shall be given to the member of the Service before the provisions of this sub-rule are invoked”.

G.S.R. 375.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution and in 
supersession of the Department of Space (Group ‘A’ posts) Recruitment Rules, 1999 and 2001 except as respects things 
done or omitted to be done before such supersession, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the method 
of recruitment to Group ‘A’ posts in the Department of Space, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement—These rules may be called the Department of Space (Group ‘A’ posts) 
Recruitment Rules, 2004. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.—The number of the said posts, their classification and the 
scales of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc.—^The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and 
other matters relating to the said posts shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualification.—^No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

6 Saving._^Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 

to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-Serviceman and other special categories of persons in 
accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 376.—In exercise of the powet^ conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Railway Servants (Discipline and Appeal) Rules, 1968, namely. 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Railway Servants (Discipline and Appeal) (Amendment) Rules, 2004. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In rule 9 of the Railway Servants (Discipline and Appeal) Rules, 1968, in sub-rule (2), the following proviso shall 
be inserted at the end, namely — 

“Provided that where there is a complaint of sexual harassment within the meaning of rule 3 C of the 
Railway Services (Conduct) Rules, 1966, the Complaints Committee established for mquinng into such complaints, 
shall be deemed to be the inquiring authority appointed by the disciplinary authority for the purpose of these rules 
and the Complaints Committee shall hold, if separate procedure has not been prescnbed for the Complaints 
Committee for holding the inquiry into the complaints of sexual harassment, the inquiry as far as practicable in 
accordance with the procedure laid down in these rules.”

G.S.R. 377,—The following draft of certain regulations further.to amend the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950 
which the Central Boilers Board proposes to make in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 of the Indian Boilers 
Act, 1923 (5 of 1923) is hereby published, as required by Sub-section (1) of Section 31 of the said Act, for the information 
of all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken into consideration after 
the expiry of a period of forty-five days from the date the Gazette containing the publication of this notification is made^ 
available to the public. 

2. Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with respect to the said draft within the 
period so specified will be considered by the Central Boilers Board. 

3. Objections or suggestions, if any, may be addressed to the Secretary, Central Boilers Board, Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry (Department of Industrial Policy and Promotion), Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi-110 011. 

DRAFT REGULATIONS 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Indian Boiler (Sixth Amendment) Regulations, 2004. 

(2) They shall come into force after final publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950, in regulation 267, in sub-regulation (e), for the second paragraph, the 
following shall be substituted, namely 

“When required by the characteristic of the material, different temperatures may be necessary to obtain proper 
stress relieving. The part to be stress relieved shall be brought up slowly to the specified temperature and held at 
that temperature for a period proportioned on the basis of at least 2 Vj minutes per millimetre of the maximum 
thickness of the part (approximately one hour per 25mm of the thickness) and shall be left to cool in the furnace to 
a temperature not exceeding 400°C. For carbon steels and when stress relieving temperataure is at least 615 ± 20% 
the soaking time shall be 2 Vi minutes per mm ofthickness up to 50 mm and 15 minutes for every additional 25 mm 
thickness over 50 mm and shall be left to cool in the furnace to a temperature not exceeding 400 C.
